In central London there is 
Hyde Park with the famous Serpentine lake. In summer, people swim or row in the 
Serpentine or just enjoy the sun sitting on the grass or in a deck-chair. 

Green Park and St. James’s Park lie close to Buckingham Palace. They are full of 
beautiful flowers. Several pelicans and ducks live in St. James’s Park. 
Battersea Park is one of the largest parks in London. It is on the south side of the 
river Thames and it offers attractions of many kinds: entertainment, sport, etc. It 
has got everything from a boating lake to football pitches, from jazz concerts to a 
sub-tropical garden.
